REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record was applied in the Examiner's Answer mailed 07 
April 2006. The Board found that the applied references did not teach or suggest, in the 
claimed method, the claimed steps of heat setting the untwisted wrapped singles yarn to 
form an untwisted heat-treated yarn at a heat setting temperature sufficient to melt the 
heat-activated binder material, subsequently cooling and solidifying the untwisted heat- 
treated yarn in a manner that constricts the base synthetic fiber of the wrapper yarn 
about the core strand, securing it to the core strand (Board Decision mailed 28 August 
2007, pages 3-5). The examiner did not find any such teaching or suggestion in the 
newly cited references in the IDS filed 10 December 2007 or in an updated prior art 
search, alone or in combination with the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
